: That France has been a potent fac- 
tor in the art and culture of the world 
is universally acknowledged, but we 
are only just beginning to awake to 
the value of the troubadour movement 
of the Eleventh and Twelfth centuries. 
'Some exquisite melodies and poems 
| were unearthed by the brilliant Pierre 
Aubry,-but no like enthusiast has yet 
arisen in place. As he himself 
| pointed out, the translation of the

manuscripts, which exist in plenty, de- 
mands a*knowledge of paleography, 
Gothic seript, and the old French of 
| North and South; also, a knowledge of

Who but they brought little oak 
saplings on their long ocean vovage 
from Holland, to be planted in the 
grand avenues which are now the pride 
of the Peninsula? And with what diz- 
hity the curved white gables of the old 
homesteads ISok forth from the en- 
framing green of giant oaks! What a 
world of gratitude due these two 
early pioneer governors of the Cape 

Kvery one knows by now the story of 
how Willem Adriaan van der Stel came 
from Holland in 1699 to succeed his 
father as Governor of the Cape, under 
the directorate of the Dutch East In 
dia Company. With love and enthus- 
iasm he undertook the task of fur- 
thering the growth of the little colony. 
Very progressive laws which he estab- 
lished soon caused friction among the 
siow-golng burghers. One of these 
Hlenning Huising, who had been res- 
cued from extreme poverty by the van 
der Stels, and helped to prosperity, 
Was, strangely enough, the chief oppo- 
nent of Adriaan van der Stel. So much 
so that, ultimately, he drew up an ac 
cusation against the Governor for his 
dismissal. This accusation was mainly 
based on the statement that van der 
stel used the company’s money for his 
own purposes, building nognificent 
mansions and acquiring land his 
own aggxrandizement. To prove it, 
Henning Huising drew .a picture of 
van der Stel’s farm Vergelegen at Hot- 
tentots Holland, near Somerset Strand. 
The plan was very much exaggerated, 
and van der Stel drew up another plan, 
in his defense, to show that Vergele- 
gen was by no means as princely even 

Huising’s own home. “Meerlust,” at 
Ferste River. Van der Stel also 
pointed that his farm was in a 
very lonely spot of the colony and was 
being used mainly for experimental 
purposes which were be. for the 
good of the colonists.

velt was a national favorite in the United States. 
of thousands ot people who seldom. or never were in 
agreement with all of his views were enthusiastic ty 
porters of some of them. Hundreds of thousands « 

people who would not vote for him for the rachis 
regarded him, and did not hesitate to say that thev 
regarded. him, as one of the greatest AGE aaaNe of his 
period, General criticism of Theodore Roosevelt, at any 
time during the last twenty vears, was almost certain to 
meet with rebuke in a-miscellaneous assemblage. .\stde 
Irom partisan politics, he was frequently given as atten- 
tive, respectful, and enthusiastic a reception by Demo- 
crats as by Republicans, by “regulars” as by “bolters.” 

Ikven in partisan politics he had an extraordinary 
following among people of diverse opinions. It was so 
irom his earliest vears in public life. ‘Vhe “bosses” and 
the friends of the “bosses” in the New York Legislature, 
at the very time when he was hammering them the 
hardest, were free to sav that they agreed with lum 
fundamentally, and were often outspoken im, wishing that 
they could win him over to their side. “Otten he seemed 
to have been won, especially when he gave them credit, 
as was his wont, for doing some things in politics better 
than the professional reformers who talked beautifully 
of what ought to be done, but never got much tarther 
than the talking stage. While voung Roosevelt was 1n 
the New York Legislature, he was so frank and so gener- 
ous, at times, in acknowledging the better qualities ot 
those whom he opposed the most violently that there were 
actually periods in which both of the principal parties. 
and both sides of each party, would begin to regard him 
as a possible leader. Then he would disappoint all of 
them by taking a course which made it clear that he 
would not do. He would go only a certain distance with 
any.of them; none of them would go the entire distance 
with him. 

When he left politics for a Northwestern. ranch, it 
was the presumption, in New York City and in New York 
State, that he was through with public life; but this was a 
mistake. He plunged into the herding of cattle with all 
the impetuosity and intensity of his nature, his exploits 

ften outdoing those of the roughest riders on the prairies 

+ North Dakota : but atter the day in the saddle he 
plunged into the newspapers, magazines, and new books 
stream to lus shack. He kept 
abreast of the times himself, and saw to it that those 
about him shared his interest in public affairs. When he 
appeared in New York, during the winter months, his 
acquaintances and friends found that nothing 1n local 
politics had escaped him, and it required little or no effort 
on his own.part to maintain his place as a conspicuous 
man.

THERE would perhaps be no sertous objection any- 
where to the poliev of mquiring of the mterned persons 
nn United States camps of enemy aliens as to their preter- 
ences in the matter of deportation.
